Witness in Speech to Jury. 


Mr. Link delivered his jury “ address ” on 
the deep waterway proposition im answer to 
@ question put by Mr. Erbestein asking him 
to state why he voted for Lorimer.

“Madison county—my county—is bounded 
on the west by the Mississippi river.

gent fund of the senate.” 


Matters for Co-nmittees. 

At the meeting tomorrow Chairman Bur- 
rows will lay before the committee the speech 
of Mr. Lorimer and his resolution, charges 
made by Clifford W. Barnes president of 
the Illinois Legislative. Voters’ league, con- 
taining the confession of Represeotative 
White and the indictment of Lee O'Neil 
Browne, and sundry other petitions which 
the senate has received.

J. & Geshkewich, Who Suecumbed to 
Heart Disease. 


Tllinois state legislators will assemble at 
the call of Speaker Shurtleff at 8 o’clock this 
afternoon at 59 Dearborn street to arrange 
for attendance at the funeral of Representa- 
tive Joseph 8S. Geshkewich, who died yester- 
day morning. A memorial will be prepared 
and the legislators will plan to attend the 
funeral In a body. 

Representative Geshkewich was one of the 
Chicago Democratic legislators who voted 
for WilHam Lorimer for United States sena- 
tor. During the weeks preceding hie death 
he was visited several times by persons in- 
tent upon discovering whether he wae paid 
for his vote. According to his friends, he 
denied that such was the caze. 

Records of the legisiator’s ilnese at the 
county hospital state that he died from or- 
ganic heart disease and kidney trouble 

Representative Geshkewich had been in 
bad health for several years. Seven weeks 
ago he had to take to his bed. On May 22 
the last. sacraments of the Roman Catholic 
church were administered, and he was taken 
to the county hospital, where he died. 

Representative Geshkewich was born: In 
German Poland im 1868 and came to Chicago 
when he was13. His membership in the state 
legislature has been continuous since 1002.

But It’s Hotter in Texas. 

Chicago was one of the hottest places in the 
United States, but Amarillo, Tex., scored the 
highest mark with 100 degrees. Edmonton, 
Canada, was chilly with a temperature of 48 
degrees. The weather experts in the federal 
building were unable tos promise any letup 
for today, and they were chary about saying 
just what kind of weather is in store for Chi- 
cago tomorrow. 

Investigation of records at the weather 
bureau disclosed that the last time Chicago 
had as hot a 17th of June was in 1907, when 
the heat reached the same height—91 degrees. 
Previous to that time, the hottest June 17 
Was in 1887, when the mercury reached 96 
degrees, e 

Wind velocity was only twenty-four miles 
a2 hour and from the southwest. It was 
Sepecially hot in steam plants and in the 
stokeholds of lake vessels. Cold storage em- 
ployés had the rare opportunity of laughing 
at the discomfort of persons obliged to en- 
dure the high temperature prevalent outside 
of the-cold rooms. 

Again thousands flocked to the parks and 
bathing beaches, where grownups and chil- 
dren frolicked in the cool Jake and laughed at 
the sweltering spectators on shore.

State Officials and Health Ex- 
perts Confer in Elgin Monday. 


TWENTY RULES ARE POSTED. 


“Loud Talking’’ Pointéd Out as One 
of Detriments to Cows. 


An important conference on the snbject' of 
pure milk,.the tuberculin testing of cattle, 
and the pasteurization of milk is scheduled 
for Elgin mext Monday. 

The joint committee of the general. as- 
sembly has arranged the meeting, and it is 
expected that Health Commissioner Evans, 
several of the members-of Mayor Busse’s 
special milk commission, representatives of 
the boards of supervisors of Kane, Lake, Mc- 
Henry, Boone, De Kalb, Du Page, Will, and 
Kendall counties, the state board of health, 
possibly members of several) university fac- 
ulties, will be present. 


Post List of Twenty Rules. 

The conference has been called for noon, 
and a dinner will be served in the lodge hall 
of the Elgin Elks, which wil) be the scene 
of the discussion to follow. 

Following a trip of inspection made, by 
Commissioner Evans, Chairman Francis W. 
Taylor, and several members of the milk 
commission through the dairy country inthe 
vicinity of Elgin, a list of twenty rules for 
safeguarding Chicago’s milk supply has 
been printed on linen and copies of them 
have been sent to milk producers for posting 
in their barns. 

The slip also provides space for marking 
the score of the dairy by the department’s 
inspectors after the federal government's 
system. eae 


Loud Talking Is Barred. 

The rules deal principally with cleanliness 
and the handling of cows, but one of them, 
which proved material for the fun makers, 
was as follows: 

“Don’t allow a cow to be excited by fast 
driving; abuse, loud talking, or unnecessary 
distur bance.”’ 

Employés of the health department said 
that ‘‘loud talking’’ was meant to cover 
shouting and abusive language.

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MERCY AS A CURE FOR CRIME 


Proposed Probation Law Would 
Apply to Federal Courts. 


PRISONERS MUST BE GOOD. 


Bill Drafted by Ex-Sehator Mason is 
Liberal in Leniency. 


Terrors of conviction in federal courts will 
be moderated if a probation law drafted by 
former United States Senator William E. 
Mason wins the approval of congress, be- 
fore which he will present an argument on 
behalf of the National Probation league, of 
which Judge McKenzie Cleland is president. 
To press its campaign the league has offices 
at 323 Dearborn street. in charge of Secre- 
tary Henry Neil. 

By the terms of the bill backed by the 
league the judge of. any federal court may 
put upon probation any convicted offender, 
adult or juvenile, “ whenever the court shall 
be of the opinion that the welfare of society 
shall be promoted thereby.’’ The process 
is to be by suspension of sentence. ‘* gur- 
ing the good behavior of the defendant.”’ 


Must Make Amends for Wrong. 

As a condition of such leniency. the offender 
must make restitution or reparation to the 
person injured by him, within such time as 
the court may stipulate. Also, the judge 
may require the defendant to give bonds 
for his good behavior, but if the person on 
probation demonstrates his reform and abil- 
ity to live an upright life the bonds and 
other restrictions may be lifted. 

“The purpose of the law proposed,"’ said 
Mr. Mason, “is to reform and redeem acci- 
dental offenders rather than to ruin them 
and their families by unnecessary imprison- 
ment. President Taft frequently has stated 
that our present criminal procedure is a dis- 
grace. Mr. Roosevelt, while president, sent 
a special message to congress recommend 
ing the enactment of a probation law.” 

Provides for Probation Officers. 

Persons on probation who leave the federal 
district may be brought back as fugitives 
from justice. Probation officers to receive 
$4 a day and expenses, are to be appointed 
to enforce the law under the terms of the 
proposed act.

Proposed Action Would Shut 
» Vaudeville Houses of City. 


ALSO AIM AT NICKEL SHOWS. 


Many Small Theaters with Variety 
Bills Target of Demands. 


A conference today between executive 
heads of the “ White Rats,’ an association 
of vaudeville performers, and leaders of the 
Chicago Federation of Labor may precipitate 
a conflict which will close the vaideville 
houses, besides many nickel theaters of the 
city.

ization and is said to have the support of the 
federation of labor in the stand taken. 

Under a proposed ruling vaudeville per- 
formers engaged by the theaters here would 
be forced to get permission to play from the 
actors’ union in Chicago. 

Should the federation determine to back up 
the actors’ union threats of affiliated or- 
ganizations to strike could tie up the vaude- 
ville and nickel! theaters.

If there were moments when these ar- 
Tows came uncomfortably near his skin 
and the hearts of his enemies were for a 
moment high, Mr. Roosevelt took only the 
‘more zest of life, for never was there a 
‘hero of romance who savored danger more 
sweetly nor knew better how to meet it. 

Fate dramatizes Cireumstance for Mr. 
Roosevelt and all the world’s his stage. His 
life inevitably divides itself into dramatic 
periods, like a sixteenth century chronicle 
play. Those who ascribe this to Mr. 
-Roosevelt think little of history wherein is 
written again and again’how Destiny dotes 
on the strong man and conspires to keep 
him effectively in the renter of events. 

The pdisage of Mr. Roosevelt across 
Burope, viewed as a personal triumph, has 
not been matched in modern times, Fully 
as it has been reported, we of ordinary 
lives and normal measures of experience 
can very inadequately estimate its aston- 
ishing character. That a man who has 
not had, as President Taft points out, the 
romantic aid of great military achieve- 
ment, like Csesar or Napoleon or Welling- 
ton or Grant, should have stamped himself 
upon the imagination-of the world as Mr. 
Roosevelt has done is almost if not quite 
unique in modern history. Perhaps the 
now sadly diminished fame of Franklin 
offers the nearest analogy. It is said that 
in remote and half forgotten places on the 
continent there are to be found personal 
letters of Franklin still cherished as heir- 
looms, significant vestiges of an influence 
once world-wide. In the social ferment of 
the eighteenth century the figure of the 
American, the man of the new world, the 
democrat loomed large. It is not otherwise 
in this year of grace. Follow a donkey 
path up to some hill-perched village of 
the higher Apennines and you will find 
they know the king, the pope, and Roose- 
velt. . Lose yourself in some valley of 
Carinthia. You wil] not lose the fame of 
Roosevelt. What Franklin meant to the 
philosophical age he lived in Mr. Roosevelt 
means as .a representative and exemplar 
of twentieth century America. When he 
was greeted at the Sorbonne, in Norway, 
at the University of Berlin, and elsewhere 
there was no concealment of this. He was 
welcomed not only as a great man, a great 
leader and doer of deeds, the semi-official 
representative of a great nation, but 
chiefly as an arch-type of manhood as it 
is developed in a democratic republic and 
as Aan embodiment of this republic’s salient 
qualities, powers, methods, manners, aims, 
and ideals. 

This is the important aspect of Mr. 
Roosevelt’s remarkable reception by the 
princes and peoples of Europe. Mr. Koose- 
velt was, technically speaking, a private 
citizen. But he could not escape his repre- 
sentativeness. He could not put aside the 
credentials he bore in his character of the 
Democratic Man. His deeds, his words, 
his vivid personality in our neighborly 
great modern world—by the sounding board 
of the press and by that. word of mouth 
which in his day of wandering men carries 
report to the most isolated places—had al- 
-ready outlined a heroic figure on the 
world’s imagination. But it was more than 
heroic. It was in a _ sense expected. 
Among men who could think at all such a 
man was more or less definitely looked for 
to spring from American conditions. Given 
a new land, with few or no serious incum- 
brances of the past, no litter of old insti- 
tutions, customs, habits, or traditions to 


* 


and self-made institutions sprung from the‘ 
political intelligence like Minerva from the 
brain of Jove, given untrammeled oppor- 
tunity and unlimited resources, what sort 
of man will appear? How fully Mr. 
Roosevelt must have fulfilled preconcep- 
tions hardly needs discussion. 


Of them, standing among them, one lifts to the 
light his west bred face 

To him the hereditary countenance bequeathed, 
both mother’s and father’s, 

His first parts substances, éarth, water, animals, 
trees,

Here was the man, spontaneous, out- 
spoken, seemingly careless of the proprie- 
ties which courts create, simple in manner, 
thought, and speech, without self-con- 
sciousness, easy, assured, the man of the 
quick shooting west, not the stammering 
bumpkin of ancient fields, plain in his 
philosophy, his religion, his politics, stren- 
uous, pragmatic, effective, experienced, un- 
hesitant, unfearing, serious yet cheerful, 
moral but utilitarian and no visionary, the 
man who explained a continent tamed, 
world cities built, a mighty nation 
launched among the powers of earth. 
Here was the puritan, the pioneer, the 
democrat, the man of the new world in es- 
sential form, raised to the nth power, com- 
plete in his qualities and in his defects. 

Whether we like it or not, Uncle Sam, 
or Brother . Jonathan, or whoever has 
weakly typified America hitherto, now 
wears the khaki and slouch hat of ‘the 
“rough rider,” and the national qualities 
as Europe sees them are focused in Theo- 
dore Roosevelt. 

It follows inevitably that Weehoneiihi opin- 
ion and even European policy as to Amer- 
ica and Americans will be in some degree, 
if not decisively, affected by what Mr. 
Roosevelt has said and by his personality 
as it is now definitely impressed upon 
Burope. . It is. not easy to say whether 
this influence can be in any case measured, 
but it is worth our vd 06 nopertete- 
tion at the least.” ‘4

The frauds which she is accused of perpe- 
onnection with her mythical 

tate of her alleged grand- 
father, Duke Charles Il. of Graney the 
estate having been for the last thirty years 
or more in the possession of the present duke 
of Brunswick, of the king of Saxony, and 
of the Swiss city of Geneva. 

When the pseudo countess of Colmar left 
New York it was with the avowed object of 
placing her son in the Jesuit college of New 
Orleans, and had it not been for the fuss 
made by the California newspapers about her 
presence at Bakersfield, and about her son 
Robert, “a second *cousin of the king of 
Saxony,” working shoulder to shoulder with 
plebeians in the neighboring oil flelds, to 
which he drives from the Bakersfieid ho- 
tel in an automobile every day, I should 
not have known that she had taken up her 
residence on the Pacific coast, instead of in 
the Crescent city. 

When she was in New York she claimed 
to be the daughter of “ Elizabeth Wilhel- 
mina, princess of Brunswick, the only 
daughter of Duke Charies of Brunswick.”’ 
She also declared that she was married to 
the “ Duke de Bar-Durckheim."’

Duke Charles of Brunswick, popularly 
known as “the Diamond Duke,” and who 
was renowned throughout all Burope for 
his vices and tricities, was driven into 
exile by his subjects and forced to abandon 
the throne of Brunswick to his brother 
William. Before his deposition he contract- 
ed an intimacy with a Miss Seymour, the 
daughter of an English admiral, by whom he 
had a daughter, who was duly christened at 
Brunswick, and invested by the duke, who 
acknowledged himself to be her father, with 
the title of Countess of Colmar. 


There is no proof in existence, however, ~ 


that the duke was ever married, even mor- 
ganatically, to Miss Seymour, and to the 
end of his days he always insisted that 
Countess Colmar was merely an iHegitimate 
daughter. He provided for her education at 
Paris, but disowned her when she became a 
convert to the Roman Catholic church and 
married against his wishes an impecunious 
French noble of the name of the Comte de 
Civry. When he died he left the bulk of his 
fortune to the city of Geneva, which was en- 
abled thereby to build and endow its hand- 
some opera house and a number of other in- 
stitutions as well as to raise a monument to 
ite benefactor. 

The Comtesse de Civry instituted suits to 
recover a portion, if not all, of his enormous 
fortune, part of which had gone, as I have 
just mentioned, to Geneva, and the remainder 
to his brother William, the late duke, on 
whose decease his inheritance was divided 
between the king of Saxony and the duke of 
Cumberland. The proceedings occupied the 
attention of the German and Swiss and the 
French courts foe years, and the Comtesse 
de Civry was able to induce quite a number 
of credulous people to furnish funds for her 
fight on the understanding that if victorious 
they would receive back their money a hun- 
dredfold. 

~~ 

When the countess died, the fight was 
taken up by her three children, two sons and 
an only daughter, the latter of whom died, 
unmarried, under rather tragic circum- 
stances, a couple of yearsago. The two sons, 
the Comtes de Civry, led a sort of hand-to- 
mouth existence in Paris as journalists, and 
were implicated in the scandal.connected 
with the blackmailing of the late Max Le- 
baudy, popularly known as the “ Petit 
Sucrier”’ (the Little Sugar Pot), their pic- 
tures being published.in the Parisian illus- 
trated papers in connection with the affair. 

Now, the * Countess Colmar,” who is in 
this country, is certainly not the late Coun- 
tess de Civry’s unmarried daughter, whoa 
died two years ago, and who was the only 
granddaughter of Duke Charles of Bruns- 
wick, Nor is the * Countess of Colmar” the 
wife of either of the two Comtes de Civry. 
It is the woman’s claim to be married to 
“‘the Duke de Bar-Durckheim,” which fur- 
nishes a clew to her identity. 

About eighteen months ago the counts and 
countesses of Durekheim-Montmartin, who 
are among the oldest famifies. of the German 
aristocracy, and whose name is well known 
in America through frequent participation 
of two of its members in*motoring and in 
aviation contests, were horrified to learn 
that one of their hopeful scions had married 
in London a soi-digant Vicomtesse de Civry. 

The young count, who was extravagant 
and in debt, had allowed himself to be per- 
suaded that the woman was the granddaugh- 
ter of the so-called diamond duke of Bruns- 
wick and the chief hélress to h's colossal 
fortune. Young Count Durckheim evidently 
had paid little attention to the newspaper 
records of the case, each of the numerous 
triale in France, Switzerland, and Germany 
having contributed to demonstrate the foo}- 
ish, not to call R by a worse name, preten- 
sions of the authentic Countess de Civry.

' After his marriage the young count, find- 
ing that his bride had little more money than 
himself, instituted an inquiry, through which 
he became aware of the fact, known to most 
people, that the De Civrys had once and for 
all time been put out of court, and that his 
bride, therefore, had nothing whatsoever to 
hope from the fortune left by the diamond 
duke of Brunswick. On learning this, he 
straightway left his wife, declining to have 
anything more to do with her. 

She followed him to Germany and, dis- 
covering his residence, took possession 
thereof without any opposition, as the count, 
on hearing of her arrival, had sought safety 
in flight. His family foolishly entered upon 
negotiations with her, offering her as much 
as 40,000 marks if she would abandon all 
further claims upon him as her husband, and 
consent to a di 

The money was about to be paid over when 
the woman was by mere chance recognized 
as a Berlin adventuress, whose real name 
was Katie Schulz, who for a time had fig- 
ured in Berlin vaudeville as a show girl, un- 
der the name of “ Cyssy Civre.” The Durck- 
helms were likewise shown that the woman 
could not possibly be a Vicomtesse de Civry, 
or a granddaughter of the diamond duke of 
Brunswick, seeing that the only daughter 
of the late Comtesse de Civry, that is to say, 
of the natural daughter of the duke of Bruns- 
wick, had died unmarried two years ago. 
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Let me add that there is no such authentic 
title now in existence as that of Countess 
Colmar, and that the titles of Countess and 
Count Colmar, borhe by the woman at Ba- 
kersfield, and her 16 year old son, are, there- 
fore, quite as bogus as her pretensions, con- 
tained in interviews which she gave to the 
newspapers of New York on landing in that 
city, that she was the wife of a duke of Bar- 
Durckheim, that is to say, a duke of whom 
no one had ever heard before, since there 
has never been any duke of that name. 

I have likewise shown that the pseudo 
Countess Colmar cannot possibly be a Vicom- 
tesse de Civry, the name under which she 
married Count Durckhelm-Montmartin, and 
under which she figures in the charges of 
swindling brought against her in Paris, with 
the alias of Countess of Colmar, the Paris 
police mentioning that she is somewhere in 
the United States, 

Perhaps the bogus scions of old world roy- 
alty, ‘the cousins of the king of Saxony,” 
who have been so lavishly entertained and 
made much of at various places in Califor- 
nia, and who now are at Bakersfield, are the 
ex-show girl Katie Schulz and the offspring 
of one of her numerous Berlin admirers.

indiana University Law Schvol. 

Bloomington, Ind., June 17.—Gov. Herbert 
Hadley of Missouri was the principal speaker 
at the commencement of the Indiana Univer- 
sity School of Law here tonight. Thirty-nine 
men received the degree of bachelor of laws. 

“ The work of government has only seldom 
been regarded as the special duty of those 
who were best qualified to perform it,’’ Gov. 
Hadley said. “The result has been that 
those who have made and executed our laws 
have often looked to public office as a source 
of private reward and not for the purpose of 
unselfish public service. 

** It was not difficult to discover the reason 
for this indifference to the duties of public 
life on the part of the graduates of our higher 
educational institutions. During the last 
fifteen or twenty years we have, as a people; 
burned incense at the altar of commercial 
success. Along with this passion for com- 
mercial and industrial advancement there 
developed a disregard of the duties of citi- 
zenship and an unwillingness to assume the 
responsibilities of public office.”’ 

Gov. Hadley then discussed the trust ques- 
tion and the regulation of public service cor- 
porations, and the effect that both of these 
questions have had upon public and economic 
conditions, and, in conclusion, said to the 
students: 

“What I would impress upon you today 
is that the performance of political and offi- 
cial duties is a practical and not a theoreti- 
cal proposition. Public life in America to- 
day needs no parlor politicians or idle theor- 
ists to discourse upon our theories of govern- 
ment. It does need men of couriige, or 
education and ability to do in a@ practical 
way all that can be done to promote the 
cause of good government. It does need’ men 
of education, courage, and ability’ who will 
discharge the duties of public office ae they 
perform the duties of a private trust.

PRICES STEADY AT CLOSE. 


Bank Statement Is Expected to Show a 
Great Increase for Week. 


[NEW YORK TIMES FINANCIAL LEADER.] 

NEW YORK, June 17.—(Special.]—To 
describe properly the situation of the stock 
exchange today Horace Walpole’s character- 
ization of the city of London in midsummer 
in his time must be adopted; the stock ex- 
change was Hterally “a universal yawn.”

Covering and a renewal of 
bull support caused a rally in the last few 
minutes. and, despite general nervousness, 
the closing tone was steady at a net loss of 
only 6@20 points, 

The market opened steady at a decline of 
points in response to lower Liverpool cables and 
scattering liquidation, -which also was inspired by 
the more favorable weather. But, the improvement 
in weather conditione was offset by a bullish pri- 
vate condition report placing the average condition 
of the crop at 80.8 per cent, against a condition of 
80.4 per cent reported by the same authority toward 
the end of last month, thus indicating an improve- 
ment of only four-tenths of 1 per cent during the 
period between May 2 and June 10. This was 
undoubtedly a surprise to recent sellera. 

In the last hour, however, rumors that indict- 
ments had been found againsnt the bull leaders 
started general old crop liquidation, as a result of 
which July sold off to 14.8lc and August to 14.360, 
or 29@31 points net lower. The new crop sympa-
